Claim Rejections - 35 JJSC § 103 



2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR L56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

4. Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Arjomand, 
US Patent No. 5,884,202, cited by the applicant. 

Arjomand discloses a modular wireless diagnostic test and information system 
comprising: an information system 10; a wireless-to-wired LAN access system 50, the wireless- 
to-wired LAN access system 50 comprises a standard commercially available product that 
connects the system 10 to a wired LAN. For example, the wireless-to-wired LAN access system 
50 can connect the system 10; means in the form of at least one separate user interface module 
52 in wireless communication with a separate main control module 54; the system 10 comprises 
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at least one separate user interface module 52, the separate remotely operated main control 
module 54, and at least one remotely operated instrumentation module, VCI instrumentation 
module 14, DVOM instrumentation module 16, and interface module 46 connected by wireless 
communication 46. 

Arjomand fails to disclose or fairly suggest all the specific details of the claimed 
invention, such as having the remote terminal connected to the Internet. However, these specific 
details fall within the realm of engineering design choice for meeting customers' expectation and 
specification, failing to provide any unexpected results. It would have been obvious for an artisan 
at the time the invention was made to modify the system of Arjomand to perform similar 
functions as the claimed invention. Therefore, it would have been an obvious extension as taught 
by Arjomand. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Krass et al, US Patent No. 4,853,850, disclose a vehicle computer diagnostic interface 
apparatus. Lemke et al, US Patent No. 5,850,209, disclose a computer system having remote 
operated interactive display. Kirkevold et al, US Patent No. 6,263,322, disclose an integrated 
automotive service system and method. Hindman, US patent no. 6,324,592, discloses an 
apparatus and method for a mobile computer architecture an input/output management system. 
Razavi et al, US Patent No. 6,370,449, disclose an upgradable vehicle component architecture.
